Th en come th e 45 to 64-y ear- 
olds with 22.5 death s. Lastly

fough t by aircraft and by air­ 
craft using poison gas. 
“Every y ear our air force car­ 
ries out maneuvers over London. 
Have y ou ever th ough t wh at 
th ose maneuvers 
mean?

mean th a t our staff, like every 
oth er staff, is now expecting th at 
th e operations of th e next war 
will be air attacks against great 
centers of industry and civilian 
populations. 
“It is useless to protest th at 
such warfare would be an inter­ 
national crime.

Woman h ood, en fran ch ised, did n ot lose much 
time in learn in g th e art of office-gettin g. Sh e 
h as h ad th e ballot on ly about a decade, far too 
sh ort a time for th e developmen t of th e adept­ 
n ess sh e h as sh own . Eith er it is woman s in tui­ 
tion croppin g up again or sh e is sh owin g h erself 
to be a good opportun ist. 
Her sex already h ad two Govern ors an d six 
secretaries of state. 
Th irteen women h ave sat 
in con gress an d th ere are n ow 149 female mem­ 
bers of .state legislatures. Several cities speak of 
th eir mayors as “h er h on or,” an d women are to 
be foun d in man y public offices. 
Women h ave begun to en ter foreign service, 
five h avin g passed th e state departmen t ex ami­ 
n ation s for th is service. Th ree women are repre­ 
sen tin g th e departmen t of commerce as trade 
commission ers in foreign lan ds. 
Th e n ation well remembers th at th e n ation al 
govern men t on ce h ad a female deputy attorn ey- 
gen eral, but wh ile th e most con spicuous sh e was 
n ot th e on ly member of h er sex to h old federal 
appoin tmen ts of importan ce.

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WOMEN POLITICIAN^ 


Womanhood, enfranchised, did not lose much 


tune hi learning the art of office-getting. She 
has had the ballot only about a decade, far too 
short a time for the development of the adept- 
ness she has shown. Either it is woman's intui- 
tion cropping up again or she is showing herself 
to be a good opportunist. 


Her sex already liad two Governors and six 


secretaries of state. Thirteen women have sat 
in congress and there are now 149 female mem- 
bers of .state legislatures. Several cities speak of 
their mayors as "her honor," and women are to 
be found in many public offices. 


Women have begun to enter foreign' service, 


five having passed the state department exami- 
nations for this service. Three women are repre- 
senting the department of commerce ,as trade 
.commissioners in foreign lands. 


The nation well remembers that the national 


government once had a female deputy attorney- 
general, but while the most conspicuous she was 
not the only member of her sex to hold federal 
appointments of importance. 


In this field of service with a single standard, 


speaking of salaries, Miss Annie Matthews, regis- 
trar of New York county, and Miss Genevieye 
Cline United States customs court judge in Ohio, 
draw' salaries of $14,000 and $10,000 a year, re- 
spectively. The women politicians are not only 
feeding from the public trough; they are 'feed- 
ing well. 


Whether the members of the fair sex are guid- 


ed at the polls by standards and principles dif- 
ferent from those that actuate men may -be a 
'debatable question, but in going after the spoils 
they are showing energy comparable to that of 
the patriarchs of politics.
